Since the disgraveful combination of the in- 
habitents of Jackson county, hes set the law 
at defionce, and put all hopes of criminal proe- 
ecutién, against them in that vicinage Beyond 
the reash of judge or jury, and left us but a 
distant expectation of civil remuneration for 
the great smount of damage we have sus tain- 
ed, necessity compels us to complain to the 
world, and if our ease and calamity are not 
sufficient to excite the commiseration of the 
humane, and open the hearts of the generous, 
ane fire the spirits of the patriotic, then has 
sympathy lost herself in the wildermess, and 
justice fled ftom power; then has the dignity of 
the ermine shrunk at the gigantic front of a 
mob, and the sacred mantle of freedom been 
caught up to heaven where the weary are at 
rest, and the wicked cannot come. 

To be obedient to the commandments of our 
Lord nnd Savior, some of the leaders of the 
church commenced purchasing lands in the 
western boundaries of the State of Miseouri, 
according to the revelations of God, for the 
city of Zion: in doing which no law wes evad- 
ed, no rights infringed, nor no principle of re- 
ligion negtected, but the laudable foundation 
of a glorious work began, for the solvation of 
mankind in the last day*,agreeable to our 
faith, and according to the promises in the sa- 
cred scriptures of God, we verily believe. 
knowing that the national and state constitu- 
tions and the statute laws of the land, and the 
commandments of the Lord, allowed all men to 
worship ae they picased—ithat we should be 
protected, not only by all the law of a free re- 
public, but by every republican throughout the 
realma of frecdom. 

The holy prophets have declared, “that it 
should come to pass in the last daye, that the 
mountain of the Lord's house should be estad- 
lished in the top of the meuntains and should 
be exalted above the hills; and all nations shall 
flow noto it, And many people should go and 
say, come ye, and let us go up te the mountain 
of the Lord, to the honse of the God of Jacob, 
and he will teach us of his waye, and we will 
walk in his paths; for out of Zion shall go 
forth the Jaw ond the word of the Lord from 
Jervsalem.“ And again it was said by Joel. 
scemingly to strengthen the faith of the Latter 
day Saints in the sbove, hat whosoever 
should call un the name of the Lord should be 
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delivered, fur in Mount Zion and in Jerusalem 
shall be deliverance, asthe Lord bath said,

shedding of blood; but if any man will take 
the pains to read the 153rd page of the Book of 
Commandments, he will find it there said: 
“Wherefore the land of Zion shall not be ob- 
tained but by purchase, or by blood, o:herwise 
there is none inheritance for you. Andif by 
purchase behold you are blessed; and if by 
blood, os youare forbidden to shed blood, lo, 
your enemies are upon you, and you shall be 
ecourged from city to city, and from synagogue 
to syn@yogue, and but few shall stand to- te- 


ecive an inheritance :” 
So we declare, that we have ever meant, and 


now mean, to purchase the®land of our inheri- 
tance, like all other honest men, of the gov~ 
@rimment and of those who would rather sell 
their farms then live in our society; and, as 
thousancs have done before us, we solicit the 
aid of the children of men, and of government, 
to help us to obtain our tights in Jackson coun- 
ty, and the land whereon the Zion of God, ac- 
rerding to our faith, ehall stand in the last 
days,for the salvation and gathering of Iersel. 

Let no man be alarmed because our Society 
has commenced gathering to build a city, and 
4 heuse for the Lord, as a refuge from present 
evils and coming calamities; our fore-fathers 
came to the goodly land of Ameriea, to shun 
persecution and enjoy their religious opinions 
end rights, as they thought proper; and the 
Lord, after much tribulation, blessed ther, 
and bas said, that we ehould continue to impor- 
tune for redress and redemption by the hands 
of those who are placed as rulers, and ore in 
authority over us, according to the la we and 
constitution of the people, which he has suffer- 
ed to be established, and should be maintained 
for the rights and protection ef all flesh, ac- 
cording to just and holy principles; that every 
man may set in doctrine and in principle per- 
taining to futurity, sccording to the moral a- 
gency which he hos given them; that every 
man may be accountable for his own eins in the 
day of judgment; end for this purpoee he has 
established the"constitulion of this lend by the

very purpose, and redeemed tHe land by the 
shedding of blood. 


Now we eeck peace, and ask our rights, ever 
redress und redemption, at the hands of the ru- 
lers of this nation; mot only our lands end 
property in Jackson ceunty, but for free trade 
with all men, and unmolested emigration to 
any partof the Union, and for our inherent 
right to worship God as we please. Wo-ask 
the restoration of these rights because they 
have been taken frem us, or abridged by the 
violence and usurpatien of the inhabitants of 
Jackson county; as , people we hold ourselves 
amenable to the laws of the land, and while the 
government remains as it is, the right to em- 
grate from state to state, from territory to terri- 
tory, from county to county, and from vicinity 
to vicinity, is open to all men of whatever trade 
or creed, without hinderance or molestation; 
and as long as we are justifiable and honest in 
the eyes of the law, we elaim it, whether we 
remove by single families, or in bodies of hun- 
dreds, with thatof carrying the necessary arme 
and accoutrements for military duty, and we 
believe that all honest men, who love their 
country and their country’s g'ory, and have a 
wish to see the law mognified and made hon- 
orable, wiht help to perpetuate the great leg- 
acy of freedom, that came unimpaired from the 
bande of our venerable fathers to us, but they 
will also protect us from insult and injury, and 
aid the work of God, that they may reap a re- 
ward in the regions of biise, when all men re- 
ceive aceording to their works. 


Tn relation to our distreas, from the want of 
our lands in Jackson county, and for the want 
of the property destroyed by fire,and waste, 
rather than do any acfcontrary to law, we sol- 
emnly appeal to the people with whom we lar- 
ry, for protection fiom insult and harm, ond for 
the comforts of life by labor or otherwise, 
while we seek peace ond satisfuction of our en- 
emies through every possible and honorable 
means, which humanity can dictate, or philan- 
thropy urge, crreligion require, We are citi-. 
zens of this republic, and we ask ous rights oe 
republicans, not merely in our restoretion. 10 
our lands and property in Jackson county, Mis-. 
souri, but being considered honest in our faith, . 
honest in our deal, and honest before God, till | 
by due course of law, we may be proved other- 
wise; reserving the right of every man’s being 
held amenable to the proper authority for hia 
own crimes and sins.

On the 12'h, the high council of Zion assem- 
bled in Clay county, and appointed Edward 
Partridge, Orson Pratt, Ieanc Morley and Zebdi- 
dee Coltrin to visit the scattered and afflicted 
brethren in that region, and teach them the.

der according as the Lord should direct: but, 
thatit was not wisdom for the elders generally 
to hold publie meetings in thetregion, It was 
decided that Amasa Lyman assist Lyman 
Wightin his mission, of gathering the strength 
of the Lord's house, as] had appointed him. 
July 31st; The High Counell of Zion assem- 
bled, and heard the report of Edward Par- 
tridge, Orsun Pratt, Zebidee Coltrin, and Isaac 
Morley, concerning the mission sppointed 
them at the previo s council, President Da- 
vid Whitmer gave the council] some good in- 
structions; that it was their duty to transact all 
bosiness in order, and when any case is brought 
forward for investigation, every member should 
be attentive and patient to what is passing, in 
all cases, and avoid confusion and conteutivn, 
which is offensive iu the sight of the Lord.

‘the following dvucision which was sanctioned 
by the council, 
According to testimony and the voice of the

that God in his inflnite mercy doth yet grant 
unto you a space for repentance, therefore if 
you confess ali the charges alleged against you 
to be just, and in a spirit that we can receive 
it, then you can stand as a private member in 
this church, otherwise we have no fellowship 
for you; and also, that the ordinetion of Sy!- 
vester Hulet by Samuel Brows is illegal ane 
not acknowledged by us to be of God, there- 
fore it is void and of none eficct. 

Brother Brown cunfessed the charges, and 
gave up bis license, but retained his member- 
ship; Council adjourned on the evening of 
the first of August, but previous to adjourning 
the council gave the following letter to the el- 
ders eppointed to visit the churches in Clay

About this time, I arrived at Kirtland, after 
a tedious jonrney. from the midst of ene miee, 
mobs, choleia, and excessively hot weather, 
having ported from those whom I started with 
on the Oth ult., at different points of the jour- 
ney. 

Kirtland, Aug. 4th, 1834. A couneil of cl- 
ders ordained Thomas Colburn, elder; and re- 
solved to send Elder Zerubbabel Snow to Can- 
ada to labor in the ministry, 

The High Council of Zion assembled in Clay 
county, Aug. 6th, and resolved that Leonard 
Rich actin the place of Parley P. Preit, who 
was absent, oni Amasa Lyman in place of W. 


E. MeLellin, absent. The folloning charge 
was then preferred: 
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“This may certify that whereas, the breth- 
ren and sisters comprising that port of the 
church known by the name of the Hulet branch, 
have imbibed certain principles concerning the 
gifte, that are thought not to be correct by the 
greater part of the remainder of the church; 
which principles seem to have a tendency to 
cause a split end disunion in the church: 

J, therefore, as a well wisher in the cause of 
Christ, and for the peace, and love, and up- 
holding of the great cause of God; do hereby 
pray that the High Council will take into con- 
sideration tho above report, that we oli may 
come to understanding and grow upas calves 
of the stell, until we all come unto the perfect 

tature of men and women in Christ Jesus. 
Signed.) NATHAN WEST.” 
Charles English tcstified that the Hulet 
branch believed thot they received the word ol: 
by the gift of tongues, and would not 
rocced to their temporal business without re- 
ceiving the word oſ the Lord. Sylvester Hulet 
would speak and Sally Crandall interpret.— 
Said they would not receive the teaching of or- 
dained members, even Brother Joseph Smith 
jr., unless it agreed with their gifts, Said they 
received the word of the Lord while they were 
in Jackson county, that they were to be perse- 
cuted by their brethren in Clay county, and 
now ithad come. Also enid that the heads of 
the church wou'd heve to come down and re- 
ceive the gifisas they did. Said that they, 
dhe branch, had come up to their privileges 
more then the rest of the church. They 
thought they were right, but if they conld be 
convinecd that they were wrong, they would 
retract, Sister Crandal professed to h now and 
men's heartr.”’ 

Philo Dibble concurred in the foregoing tes- 
timony, also that sister Crandal saw the hearts 
of King Follet, and Hiram Page, and they were 
not right. Hiram Page testified that Lyman 
Leonard said if it was neccessary to lay aside 
the gifts for a scason, they would receive a 
knowledge of it through tne gifts. Nathan 
West concurred in the foregoing tcetimony, 
also testified that Sally Crandall eaw hie heart 
thet it wae full of eyes, also cyes in other 


hearts, some few, some many eyes. 
Danie! Stanton testificd that Sally Crandall 


eaid she saw his heart, and saw two books in 
it, and that there was a Nephite standing be- 
hind him to push him into his duty: aleo that 
Sylvester Hulet, spoke in tongues in meeting 
and Sally Crandal! interpreted thus; ‘‘verily 
thus saith the Lord unto you little band, ye 
must beware, for there are many who ere seek- 
ing to pry into your privileges.“ Absalom 
Crichfield, testified that when he was in Jack- 


son County, last epring the Hulet branch said 
in tongues that they would be eafe during the 
night from any interruption by the mob, but 
befure morning Lymen Leonard and Josiah 
Sumner were whipped; they also ssid they saw 
my heart and three young women in it.” 
Biother Batson, and Alpheus Gifford concur- 
red in much of the foregoing testimony, and 
also other similar circumstances in addition. 

After an adjournment of three fourths of an 
hour the President inetructed the speakers not 
to seek to excell, but speak according to truth 
and equity: and that they ought to chase dark - 
nees from their minds, and be exercised upon 
the subject upon which they were to speak in 
order that they might teach upon points of 
doctrine, bring hidden things to light, snd 
make dark things clear, &c,&c, After the 
counsellors had spoken the president said, * as 
for the gift of tongues, im the manner they used 
it in the Hulet Branch, the devil deceived 
them, and they obtained not the word of the 
Lord, as they supposed but were deceived; and 
as for the gift of seeing, as held by the Hulet 
Branch, it is of the devil eaith the Lord God.“ 
The council were snanimous in ennctioning 
the decision, and appointed Amasa Lyman 
and Simeon Carter, to go and labor with Brother 
Hulet and Sister Crandall and others of like 
faith, and sect the truth in order before them. 
I have been thus particular in giving the his- 
tory of this council, os the gift of tongues is se 
often made use of by satan to deceive the 
saints. The council adjourned to the 7th, 
when about twenty elders were sent forth to 
preach the gospel to the world, but aot in 
Jackson or Clay Counties, or their vicini'y. 

President David Whitmer testified to the 
council that William Batson was not capable 
of filling his office of eldership, because be had 
not discretion and understanding sufficient to 
act wisely in that capacity, whereupon, tho 
council voied unanimously, that his office and 
licence be taken from him: to which he con- 
sented, and gave up his licence. Elias and 
Isaec Higbee, and Jesse Hitchcock, were or- 
dained to the High Priesthood, &c, and council 
adjourned to the Zist inst. 

Minotes of a couneil held at **Kirtland Au- 
gust llth, 1834.” 

“This day a number of higk priests and el- 
ders of the church of the Latter-Day Saints, 
assembled in the new school hotise, for the 
purpore of investigating a matter of difficulty 
growing out of certain reporis or statements 
made by elder Sylvester Smith, one of the high 
councillors of this church, accusing President 
Joseph Smith Junior, with criminal conduct 
during his journey to and from Missouri, this

spring and summer. Afier coming to order 
President Joseph Smith, spoke et considerable 
length upon the circumstances of their Journey 
o and from Missouri, and very minutely latd 
open the causes out of which thore jeslousies 
of Brother Sylvester and others, had grown. 
He made a satisfectory statement concerning 
his rebukee and chastisements upon Sylvester 
and others, and also concerning the distribu- 
tion of monies and other propertics, calling on 
brethren present who accompanied him to at- 
tead the same, all of which was satisfactory to 
the brethren present, as appeared by their own 
remarks aflerwards, 

After President Joseph bad closed his lengthy 
romarks, biother Sylvester mode some observa- 
tions relative to the sudject of their difficulties, 
and began to make a partial confession for his 
previous conduct, asking forgiveness for ac- 
cnsing brother Joseph publicly,on the Saturday 
previous of prophecying lies in the name of the 
Lord, and for abusing (as he had said,) his 
 (Sylvester’s) character, before the brethren.

From the New York Messenger Exira. 
TO OUR BRETHREN AND FRIENDS 
SCATTERED ABROAD, 

We have thought proper to issue an Extra 
this morning,to inform our brethren and friends 
scattered abroad, of the ship Brooklyn leaving 
port last Wednesday, with about two hundred 
and thirty souls on board including men, wo- 
‘men and children, together with three or four 
passengers, As it regards the getting up of 
this company of emigrants, we desire to give 
a brief and correct statement, for the benefit of 
all concerned. Some two months since, Elder 
S. Brannan was counselled by President O. 
Pratt, of this city, before leaving for the west, 
to charter a vessel, and take out a company of 
the saints to Oregon or California, and as soon 
as an opportunity offered, others would fol!ow, 
and endeevor to get beyond ihe reach of perse- 
cution-and oppression, Accordingly he obey- 
ed the coonsel.It is now about one month since 
he chartered the ship Brooklyn, Capt. Richard 
son, for twelve hundred dollars per month, be- 


sides paying the Port Charges. In this short’ 


space of time, by untiring assiduity, has he col- 
lected together the number heretofore stated, 
consisting of Farmers, Mechanics, &c., the 
- greater part young and middle aged men and 

women. 
The ship wae expected to sail on the twen- 
ty-fourth or twenty-sixth of January, but in 
order to have all things im readiness, end com- 
plete to make them comfortable she did not got 
off until last Wednesday. At two o'clock, P. 
M, she left her moorings and swung around 


the Pier into the stream. The Steamboat Samp- 
son came along side, mace fost to her, to pilot 
ber down towards the narrows. Asshe left 
the wharf, it was a beautiful sight to behold. 
The noble.ship with hundreds of ladies and 
gentlemen, lining her decks, fricndr, relations, 
&c., of the Emigrants. As she left the wharf, 
three hearty cheers were rent up, by the numer- 
ous crowd of gentlemen upon the Pier, which 
wasas heartily returned, or responded to by 
those on board the ship. The dss was propi- 
tious, the bright luminary of the heavens, had 
passed the zenith of hie meridian glory, and 
was retising in his stately robes toward tho 
chamber of the West! Yethis oblique rays, 
asthe noble ship passed down the bay, glist} 
ened with a propitious smile upon the bosom 
of the waves, which were now being parted 
asunder by the bow of the gallant ship. The 
order at length wes given, fur all those whd 
did not belong to the ship’s company, td get on 
board the steamboat preparatory to her casting 
off. Then there was a scene, we feel ourselves 
inadequate to describe. There you could be- 
held the father bidding adied to his only son 
pethaps forever. In another quarter you could 
see the mother embracing a daughter, and bid- 
ding each other farewell. While tears of pa- 
rental and filial affection, triekled warmly 
down each others cheeks there, you could also 
benold the young man and young woman,with- 
a Father, Mother, Brother or Sister, (except 
those of their brothers and sisters endeared to 
them by the Gospcl of the Son of God) willing 
to leave all behind, sacrifising all che comforts 
and enjoyments of the scenes of their childhood, 
and former associations, for the faith which 
they have embraced, and which They know is 
true, ond are willing to die for the same. They 
| have borne reproach, defamation, obloquy, and 
scorn, they have been persecuted (or at least 
the church they belong to,) mobbed, plunder- 
ed, robbed, driven and murdered, and now they 
go as exiles, banished from the land of their 
nativity, the land that gave them birth, the 
land that is called the “‘asylum of the oppres- 
sed,” the liberty that was obtained by the 
sweat, blood and teers of their fathers, and bo- 
queathed to them asthe greatest legnoy they 
could have, has taken its flight and gone,when 
it comes to be exercised in their behalf. But 
to return from my digression after bidding a 
last farewell, the steamboat wes disengaged, 
and as she rounded to return to the city, three 
hearty cheers were given by them on board, 
the steamboat consisting of ladies and gentle- 
men, (among whom were doctors, clergymen, 


merehants, ship owners, cletke, &c.,) Which 
wes immediately responded to, by three more, 
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frum thoee on board the sh p; che then parsed 
on in a beautiſul ard majestic st) le, with her 
topenils and jib prend to the breeze which was 
blowing dircet from the N. N. W., amid the 
waviug of handkerchiefs, hate, &c., until she 
was finally Jost in the distance. Farewell our 
brethren and sisters in the Lord; we commit 
you to the care of him u hose ye ore, and whose 
name ye have confessed. You have our proy- 
crsand hearty wishes, that He who rules the 
destinies of Empires and Kingdoms, may send 
his Angel beſere you. Soothe the how!ing 
tempest, stay the rolling billows, vanquish the 
fell destroyer, and guide you safe to your drs- 
tined haven. Go then noble ship,with thy no- 
ble crew, epread thy canvass tothe winds of 
heaven, and bear them swiftly to their destined 
port, where no pions “christiaw’’ thirsts for gold 
nor seeks the blood of innecence. The prayers 
of the Saints of God ehall be oflered up, for 
those thou carrieet, dnd that, ere long, thou 
mayest return end bear another company to 
the same desired spot, The ship is nearly new, 
of four hundred and fifty tons measurement; 

she ie well loaded with Agricultural and Me- 
chanical tools enough for eight hundred men, 
consisting of ploughs, hoes, forks, shovels, 
spades, plough irons, seythes, sickles, nails, 
glos, Blackemith's tools, Carpentets, do. Mill- 
wrighis, do. three Grain mille for grinding, 
graio, turning lathee, saw mill irons, grind- 
stones, one printing press and type, paper, ste. 
tionary, school books consisting of spelling 
books, sequels, history, arithmetic, astronomy. 

grammar, Morse's Atlas and Geography, He- 

brew Grammar and Lexicon, Slates. &c., &c. 

Also, dry goods,twine, &c.,brass, copper, iron, 
tin and crockéry are, with provisions and wa- 
tor enough for a six or eeven months voyage. 
Trey have also on board two new milch cower, 
forty or fifty pige, besides fowls; &c, They 
have every thing on board to make them com- 
fortable; there is thirty-twa state rooms on 
board, with decent births, where they can 
spread their mattress, and repose content. 
They went off joyful and in high spirits; ai- 
though they have a long journey before them, 
some fifteen thousand miles to perform, they 
purpose touching at the Sandwich Islands, and 
so on to Oregon or Cali ſornis. 

The morning before the Sbip's sailing, a 
gentleman of Brooklyn, J. M. Vancoit, (a law- 
yer of great und noted celebrity I understand) 
presented the emigrants through Mr. Brannab, 
witb ooe hundred and seventy nine volumes ef 
Harper's Family Library: may the Lord reward 
him for his kindness, towards a persecuted and 
oppressed, yet upright and virtuous people. 
And not only him, but a!l those of our friends 


who have been kind in assisting ar, and s 


not ashamed of us although as the Apostles 
were every where spoken evil against,’? may 
our Heaveuly Father bicss sueh, oe mueh as 
they do it with a desire to do goed, ond not 
from selfish motives is our desire.
